World’’ Reveals Generosity of 
the: Late Democratic “Boss.” 


MADE LOANS TO AL SPINK 


Publisher Says Sale Oct. 20 of 
Machinery Doesn’t Mean 
End of “World.” 


That *‘Col.’’ Ed Butler, the late Demo- 
cratic “‘boss,’’ had been the backer of 
the St. Louls World, a daily newspaper 
rarely seen on the streets, and whose 
existence was known to but few peo- 
ple, became known ‘when a foreclosure 


suit was filed by the Butler estate 

The St. Louis Wortd has been pub- 
lished for 12 yeare. It is about to lose 
some of. its machinery and fixtures, 
through.a foreciosure by thé Butler es- 
tate on a $24,000 mortgage given in 1906. 
But Ai Spink, proprietor, says this 
will not mean the end of the World 

“T am the World,” said Spink 
Wednesday at the paper’s office, 310 
Market street. “So long as I live, the 
paper will go on. Col. Butler was a 
good friend of mine, and when I 
needes money IL could always get it 
from him. Most of the machinery 
covered by this mortgage is not now 
in use, and I can get along without 
any of it. Outside of the Butler mort- 
gage, the. paper: doesn't owe 350. I 
have no kick. The estate had .to be 
settled, I suppose, and it will be bet- 
ter all around to get this mortgage 
out of the way.” 

Mans Loaus Represented. 

A friend of the late Col. Butler, 
who 4id not wish his name to.appear, 
told how Butler’s fondness for Spink 
caused Him to make numerous, loans, 
from which he probably expected no 
return, and on which he never col- 
lected interest. it was not unusual 
for Butler to help a friend liberally 
—onde—but he helped Spink many 
times. 

“Most of Col, Butler's loans tq 
Spink,” said this narrator, “were in 
600. or ae Oo the)”

Ww to him for financial help, he pre- 
duted readily and repeatedly. I don't 
think Col. Butler ever had 
lusion about the future of the paper, 
or ahy idea that, by helping Spink 
whéit-he did, he might build ap a strong 
newspaper, organ, 

Wanted No Personal ®rgan. 
“When anything like this was sug- 
gested to him, the Colonel” would say, 
‘No. It takes a smartet man than I 
am to edit a newspaper; and it takes a 
richer man than [I am to finance a 
personal organ. A pefsons).organ never 
does pay as a newspaper.” 

“While Spink’s writings pleased Col. 
Butler, they did not please some of his 
closest friends. His son, Congressm 
Jim Butler, saw what the Colonel di 
not seem to see, that the stuff in the 
World was hurting Butler’ rather than 
helping ‘him. 

“Jim would tell his father this, and 
would urge him to call Spink off, but 
the Colonel preferred to let him go on. 
And whenever Spink went to the Cobne! 
for money he would get it. More than 
once the Colonel saved him from j¢vic- 
tion at his old office on Chestnut stteet, 
near Ninth. ° 

“Just what memoranda had been kept 
of these loans I don’t know, but in 1906 
Jim Butler told his father that he oughtt 
to demand some security from Spibk. 
So the $24,000 note and mortgage was 
given. No attempt seems to have been

BARS THE MONEY SHARKS 


Says His Clerks Must Not Bor- 
row From Lenders and Must 
Pay Their Bills. 

/ 

Colin M: Selph was formally in- 
stalled as Postmaster of St. » Louis 
at 9 a. m. Wednesday, and the keys of 
the office were turned over to him by 
Thomas J, Akins, Republican, the retir- 
ing Postmaster. 

Selph’s first official order was one: 
commanding that the pratcice of advVanc- 
ing money to postoffice employes be- 
tween paydays be abolished. It has 
heretofore been the custom to permit 
employes to draw on their salaries and 
give due bills for the amount advanced. 

The order issued by Selph advises em- 
ployes that borrowing trom “sharks or| 
money lenders’’ will be looked upon with 
disfavor and that no money lender will 
be permitted to enter any St. Louts 
postoffice for the purpose of transact- 
ing business with employes. 

Must Pay Their Bills. 

The order also says that the non- 
payment of grocery, butcher or house- 
hold bills by postoffice employes will 
not be countenanced by the new Post- 
master, and that it is expected that the 
employes will adapt themselves to a 
new regime of economy and so arrange 
their affairs that they may pay all their 
bills without having to borrow from 
“sharks or money lenders.” 

At the postoffice it was said that 
Selph discovered the due bill practice 
when he and Akins weré going over the 
books with inspectors, Tuesday night, 
when preparations were being made to 
turn over the assets of the affice to the 
new Postmaster. These assets, in cash, 
stamps and employes’ due bills amount 
to about $2,000,000. The exact amount of 
the due bills was not made public. 

Installation Simple. 

Selph’s inquiry about the due bills 1s 
said to have been met with the answer 
that many of the employes were obliged 
to draw money between pay days to sat- 
isfy demands of money lenders into 
whose clutches they had fallen. 

The installation was simple. Selph en- 
tered Akins’ office, shook hands wit5 
him and told him he was there to take 
charge of the postoffice. He showed 
Akins his commission. Akins’ c6mmis- 
sion was then taken down from the wall 


then called in the heads of departments, 
‘formally introduced them to their new 
ehief and turned over the keys of the 
postoffice to Selph. 

When Selph took charge of the Post- 
office, he found several large bouquets 
on his desk. One was from his wife and 
son and another bore a card, “From the 
3unch, §83%—count ’em.”’ Branch 343 of 
the National Association of Letter Car- 
riers also was represented by a bouquet.

Rescuers Have Hard Task Be- 
for¢ Them to Reach Man Who 
_ Takes Food Through Pipe. 


CENTRALIA, Pa., Oct. i—The rescu- 
ing party at the Continental mine of the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Co., which is trying 
to reach Thomas Toshesky, & miner 
who was entombed last Friday, today 
arrived at ®” point which showed that 
40 feet of solid coal and rock would have 
to be eut through to enable them to 
crawl in and release’ the inhprisoned 
man. 

Toshesky ts undergoing the terrific or- 
deal bravely tn his isolated little prison, 
100 feet below the surface. Frequently 
during the night he conversed with the 
rescuers, his remarks being heard very 
clearly through the 50 feet of tubing 
penetrating the coal breast from an ad- 
joining chamber. 

Since a blanket was pushed through 
the tube to him yesterday. he feels more 
comfortable. He said water was drip- 
ping from the roof and that his prison 
was beginning to grow damp, while the 
atmosphere was becoming heavy. Unless 
he is soon rescued he may perish -for 
want of fresh air, mining expérts say, 
-Nedrly every time-he talks Toskesky 
asks about his wife and four children. 
He begs the rescuers to tell his wife 
that she should worry as little as possi- 
ble, 

A number of mine inspectors. from 
various anthracite districts are assist- 
ing in the work of rescue. Officiais of 
the company said that Toshesky may 
be taken from the mine by nightfall. 
Progress is slow, as there is constant 
danger of additional falls of coal and 
debris.

PIEDRAS. NEGRAS, Mexico, Oct. L— 
Confronted by an implied ultimatum 
that United States soldiers would be 
used to prevent tne destruction of the 
international bridge here, as Well as 
American property on the Mexican side, 
every responsible chief of the Constitu- 
tionalist movement disappeared from 
this place early teday, leaving the town 
at the mercy of the Federals, should the 
lattér make a filibustering attack from 
the American side of the.river. 

Several looters were shot down in the 
streets today by Constitutionalist troops, 
who are sternly suppressing a spirit of 
anarchy which showed itself last night. 

Guards Aske@ From U. §. 

After deserting the city the constitu- 
tionalist chiefs sent a message to” Maj. 
Caldwell of the Fourteenth United 
States Cavalry, apprising him of the 
evacuation and requesting that troops 
be used in preventing filfbusterers from 
crossing the river at this point. 

The constitutionalist headquarters 
were closed later and word was passed 
that dynamite had been planted under 
the foundations. 

After filing his resignation as garrison 
commander with Gen. Jesus Carranza, 
former Acting Governor and Chief 
Financial Administrator Gabriel Casada 
suddenly disaypeared and nothing ww 
known of his whereabouts. 

A squad of 18 soldiers were left on 
duty to guard the bridge entrances and 
enforce order among the refugees who 
are fighting to cross the -bridge before 
the Federals arrive. At the same time, 
what is known as the dynamite squad 
was ordered to be prepared for immedi- 
ate action in case the Federals succeed- 
ed in forcing their way through to this 
city. 

All the stores: have been closed and 
those.whe were able to take their mer- 
chandise to Eagle Pass, are doing so. 


3000 Refugees in Line. 
It is estimated that 8000 refugees are 


in line waiting their turn to cross to 
the American ,side, and it became neces- 
sary finally to impose'a head tax of $5 
to break the blockade. This tax, how- 
ever, will be removed as soon as the 
refugees can be arranged in orderly pro- 
cession. 

In explanation of the abandonment of 
Piedgas Negras, the Constitutiopalist’ 
minor officials remaining here assert 
that the entire available fighting — 
is being mobilized at Peyotes, 25 miles 
north of Sabinas, where it was decided 
this morning to make the final stand. 

It is now admitted that the Constitu4 
tionalists are retreating from Sabinag 
without offering resistance, and it i 
only a question of a day or two whe 
the battle will be fought at Peyotes, 
unles&S a change in plans is decided upon, 
The entire visible supply of ammunition 
and rifles has been shipped to Peyotes. 

Two Officers Fake Ulness. , 

Two officers, who retreated from the 
field under the pretense that they were 
ill, were examined by Dr. Unda of the 
Constitutionalist hospital corps and were 
“declared guilty of “faking,” Both men 
were accompanied to the outskirts of the 
city at daylight and their frienda fear 
they have been shot. 

All the personal belongings of the nu- 
merous Carranza family have been sent 
to the American side, as well as many 
members of their respective households. 

Telegraph lines connecting this city 
with the south were cut/today and fear 
is expressed that a Federal column un- 
der Alberto Guajuardo may have crossed 
through Muzquiz and flanked the re- 
treating constitutionalists. 

Nearly 500 American soldiers arrived 
during the night at Eagle Pass to lend 
their assistafic: in case of loéal trouble 
with the Mexicans.

Woerner has set Friday as his weekly 
day for hearing complaints, at his office 
in the Times Building. In cases where a 
number of persons are to be heard, he 
will hold the hearings at the Planters 
Hotel. 

The* complaint against the McKinley 
line Was made by FE. S. Morris and 
other residents along the company’s 
right-of-way in North St. Louis, and 
it will be heard Friday morning. 

At the Planters Thursday morning, 
the State Commission will meet -with 
Mayor Kiel and: a number of city of- 
ficials to consider the grade crossing 
question, J. L. Harrop, the commission’s 
grade crossing expert, who has been ex- 
amining St. Louis crossings, wiil be 
present. 


Woerner said it was the commission’s 
intention to bring about the elimination 
of grade crossings without further de- 
lay, the city’s unaided efforts having 
failed because of legal hindrances..

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Hundreds of Wealthy New York- 
ers Seek to Evade Personal 
Property Assessments. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1—Bank accounts 
estimated at $25,000,000 are spending a 
holiday across the river in New Jersey 
or in Connecticut. 

The reason is that this is personal 
property tax day. It has been a custom 
that amounts now almost to a tradition 
with some possessors of wealth that the 
season for migration of bank accounts 
out of New York City begins and ends 
on Oct. 1. The accounts come back as 
early as Oct. 2. 

This occuré yearly despite the admoni- 
tion from Lawson Purdy, President of 
the Board of Tax Commissioners, that 
tt doesn’t affect the taxability of one’s 
rersonal property in the slightest wheth- 
er bank accounts are moved to Hoboken 
or Hong Kong as long as the owner 
remains a resident of New York. What- 
ever he owns In the shape of a bank or 
trust company deposit anywhere, says 
Purdy, is taxable by New York City 60 
long as he is a resident of the city. 

The amount that has been transported 
out of the city this year, however, {t is 
estimated, is not so heavy as that of last 
year, when $50,006,000 was the figure given 
aft a moderate estimate. For one reason 
the Jersey institutions last year Were 
more active in bidding. for these de- 
posits. 7 
There was an interesting profit in the 
transaction then that does not now ex- 
ist. Call money last year wag scarce 
and about this time was ruling around 
6 per cent. Out-of-town institutions re- 
ceived the temporary deposits and re- 
loaned them for a few days in the New 
York Stock Exchange on call. This 
year, however, call money is plentiful 
and the ruling rate is ‘between 2? and 3 
per cent.

Miss Hannah Wessling Says Per- 
fect Loaf Is Possible Only by 
Mechanical Precision. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—Miss 
Hannah Wessling, Uncle Sam's official 
bread baker; declares that mechanical 
precision ig the only successful way to 
bake. This thing of “putting ia as 


much as you think is right,’ doesn't 
work if you want good bread, she de- 
clares. 

Miss Wessling, who is employed by 
the Department of Agriculture, at last 
has come upon what she calls the per- 
fect recipe for breadmaking. Here it is: 

“For three loaves, averaging abaut 
one pound each, make a ferment as fol- 
lows: One ounce ot compressed yeast, 
one ounce of granuiated sugar, one- 
half ounce of salt, twenty fluid ounces 
of water at 86 degrees Fahrenheit. 

“Select a place that ig free from 
draughts and where the temperature 
may be kept constantly at from 85 ie- 
grees to 90 degrees Fahrenheit. Set the 
ferment there and leave it for an hour. 
Weigh out four and one-fourth pounds 
of flour and let this be warming in the 
same place, 

“Then mix the ferment with the flour 
and cover the vessel closely and set it 
in the same warm place for twenty 
minutes, Mix again, cover and set aside 
for another twenty minutes. Then take 
up the dough with hands slightly 
greased, and fold over and over four- 
teen times. 

“Cover, set aside for twenty minutes 
again and fold nine times. Leave for 
another twenty minutes, mould into 
loaves and place in pans which have 
been lightly greased and warmed. Cover 
the latter with a towel wrung out of 
very warm water to prevent the forma- 
tion of a hard crust on the dough. When 
the dough has expanded to three times 
its original volume the loaves are 
ready for the oven. 

“The oven should be at a good steady 
heat, 400 to 470 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Forty minutes’ baking should be suffi- 
cient.”’

John 
Wanson, who made the arrests, say that 
Mrs. Leckwold said that she poisoned 
the children. Her confession was later 
repeated to Chief of Potice Oscar Hart- 
inson and District Attorney James Rob- 
ertson. 

The two children whose death she was 
specifically accused of causing were Vio- 
let, aged 9, who died Sept. 8, and Laurel, 
il months, who died in July last. 

According) to- Patrolmen Briiiskill and 
Hanson, during her confession Mrs. 
Leckwoid said that the other four were 
killed in thé same manner. The Others 
were: Perry, 1 year old, died in 1911: 
Lucile, 9 months, died in 1910; Gladys, sv 
months, died in 19%; infant, died in 1907. 

Two older children are alive. 

Leckwold \declares that all six of the 
children died under almost identical cir- 
cumstances. 

Physician's Diagnosis, 

The family physician who treated the 
last two says that he was completely 
deceived; that he was called in on each 
case, but did not ‘consider either child 
seriously ill and prescribed accordingly. 
He was greatly surprised when he found 
them dead, but believed that death had 
come from natural causes and made the 
death certificates accordingly. He as- 
eribed cholera morbus as the cause of 
death in both instances. Mrs. Leckwol4
